"On April 18, 1»0«. San Francisco 


experienced an earthquake followed by 
a disastrous flre of four days' duration, 
which swept over four square miles of 
densely populated area. 


•The earthquake did eome damage 


to poorly constructed buildings, but It 
was demonstrated beyond a doubt that 
the modern building of the higher type 
Is not affected hy seismic disturb- 


ances. 


•The disastrous eftfict* of the flre 


were appalling, the loss running into* 
the hundred* of mli'lons of dollars. 
with Insurance or possibly two hun- 
dred millions. All of these millions 
or more will seek reim-tttment. 


"Fortunately the watf-r front was 


not damaged an! the vast shipping 
through the finest harbor in the world 
was but little fltsturbeHV Many man- 
ufacturing plants and e large section 
of the residence district of the city 


remained Intact.

"Within a few clays after the catas- 


trophe street-cars were 
running on 


several streets, and on Market street 
as far as the fe-ry. Tl la traffic was 
extended day by day until now It is 
fast approaching normal conditions."

the present week and evolve a plan 
by which the two committees, work-

committee on building laws two matters 
were considered, the fire lines and the 
height of buildings 
So far as the lire 
lines are concerned, the situation re- 
mains practically as It was decided Sat- 
uiday. It was deolded to make the fire 
lines extend 109 feet and 9 Inches west 
of Van Ness avenue, instead of 137 feet 
6 Inches, it having been found that the 
former line would follow the natural di- 
vlson o( the blocks. 
Irrespective of whether Its property. 
which neatles at the foot of Telegraph 
Hill on the west side of Kearny street, 
between Lombard and Francisco streets, 
shall bo Included within the fire limits. 
It Is probable that this morning; the Vul- 
can Iron Works will be given permission 
to proceed with the erection of a build- 
ing to have an exterior of galvanized iron 
and to be supported by 14x14 timbers. 
This Is what Is known aa a "slow-burn- 
trg" structure and Is considered by the 
(•xperts as a desirable type. Permission 
would have been given yesterday had 
It not been that P H Porter repre- 
senting the underwriters 
asked for a 
dav in which to consult with his fellows 
and learn their .'lews 
When

of heights 
of 


buildings of various classes was brought 
up It waa proposed that class A bulld- 
irgs be permitted to a height of 220 feet, 
class B buildings to a height of 102 feet 
and class 
C buildings 
to a height of 
eighty feet 
These are the heights now 
set by the building laws, except for class 
C, which stands at 100 feet at present. 
The change of 20 feet wad advocated as 
It has been found that architects and 
builders can work to much better effect 
on this slightly changed basis. 
But before any action could be taken 
Galloway presented

proposition

change the classification of structures. 
His Idea was to Include In class A all 
buildings with 
FteM frames that sup-

B he advocated Including all reenforced

C he nsk^d to have Included all bulMmi."» 
now included under the designation o* 
class B 
This discussion caused a great deal 


of discussion and argument, all those 
present seeming to agree that the classi- 
fication waa good but there being radical 
differences of opinion as to whether the 
buildings should be classified first and 
the heights made to fit the clT=slftcatlons. 
or the heights for the various classes 
fixed first and the buildings then elassl- 
f.ed to flt the heights. 


Finally A Buef moved that the limit 


on the height of all class A buildings 
be fixed at 220 feet 
This motion was 
passed 
Then Rue"* moved that build- 
ings of a height of 220 feet be permit- 
ted only on streets having a width of 
100 or more feet 
This motion also pre- 
vailed, although not without dissent 
At 
present there are only three streets In 
the city of this width. Market eteet and 
Van Ness avenae being the only ones 
in or at all close to the old buslnes section 
Under the new plans for widening streets, 
however, there will be a dozen such thor- 
oughfares, about half of them down town. 


Another resolution was presented b> 


Ruef, calling for the appointment of a 
committee of three to decide the heights 
'or buildings on streets from forty to 
sixty feet in width, on streets from sixty 
to eighty feet In width and on streets 
from eighty to 100 feet in width 
DIneen, 
Curlett and Berkeley were named to con- 
stitute this committee and were request- 
ed to report this morning 


At this morning's meeting It Is ex-; 
pected that every sub-committee of the 
committee on building laws will be ready 
to report, and it is believed that by the 
end of the present week the committee 
will have completed Its work.
